I have  the  honour  to  ]present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1971. 

The  vital  statistics  show  the  nunher  of  deaths  to  be  83,  a 
decrease  of  13  conpared  with  the  previous  year.  The  nunher  of  live  births  - 
63  - was  tio  loss  than  for  1970.  Although  the  unfavourable  balance  of  deaths 
over  births  continued,  the  Registrar-General's  estinate  of  the  nid-year 
poi^ulation  - 4780  - showed  an  increase  of  80  conpared  with  the  f ignore  for 
1970.  In  the  circunstances,  this  nust  indicate  a favourable  novenent  of 
population  into  the  Borough.  Heart  disease  took  its  usual  place  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  causes  of  death,  followed  by  cancer  and  cerebrovascular 
disease,  in  that  order.  There  were  no  infant  deaths  and  no  stillbirths 
during  the  year. 

There  was  a snail  outbreak  of  neaslos  early  in  the  year,  but  the 
incidence  of  infectious  disease  otherwise  was  low. 

The  section  of  the  report  concerned  x^rith  the  sanitary  circunstances 
of  the  Borough  once  more  deals  largely  with  unrenitting  attention  to  routine, 
without  which  the  life  of  the  connunitjr  could  not  continue  in  its  ordered  way. 

I nust  express  ny  thanks  to  Mr.  G.E. Gifford.,  the  Council's  Chief 
Public  Plealth  Inspector,  for  his  valuable  co-operation  in  all  aspects  of  our 
work  together  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council's  other 
Departments  have  continued  their  willing  help.  I an  grateful  to  the  General 
Medical  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge,  once  again,  the  continued  interest 
and  encouragement  of  the  members  of  the  Council  and,  in  particular,  of  the 
Chairman  ajid  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee.

In  order  to  compare  the  mortality  in  the  Borough  with  the  mortality 
for  England  and  Wales,  it  is  necessary  to  malce  a correction  to  allow  for  the 
difference  in  age  and  sex  distribution  of  the  two  populations.  This  is  done 
by  applying  to  t'le  crude  death  rate  of  the  Borough  an  "Area  Comparability 
Factor"  which  has  been  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  0.49  for  this 
Borough.

General  Medical  Services 

General  Medical  Services  under  Part  IV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946,  are  provided  hy  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district  and  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  whom  undertake  maternity 
medical  services. 

County  Council  Services 

I Health  Department  t The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  purposes  of  Part  IIP  of  the  National  Health 

Service  Act,  1946,  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district 

(a)  Midwifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-midvaves  are  provided  to 
attend  general  nursing  and  midwifery  cases  in  the  home. 

(h)  Health  Visiting.  Health  Visitors  are  available  to  give  advice  on 
health  matters  in  the  home  or  at  the  clinic.  Originally  concerned 
with  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  xirhich  is  still  their 
basic  function,  they  are  increasingly  concerned  with  other  age 
groups,  particularly  the  aged.  Some  health  visitors  combine  the 
work  with  general  nursing  and  midi±fery.  All  act  also  as  School 
nurses . 

(c)  Child  Welfare  Centre.  A Child  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  at  the 
Health  Clird.c, Launceston,  three  times  each  mbnth. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  at  the  Health  Clinic,  Launceston. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  iminunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus,  and  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination  are  provided  at  the 
Child  ^'^elfare  Clinic  or  by  the  supply  of  materials  to  the  family 
doctor. 

Vaccination  against  measles  is  nox^r  provided  for  susceptible 
children  up  to  the  age  of  15  years,  and  a limited  scheme  of 
vaccination  against  German  measles,  for  older  girls  of  secondary 
school  age,  has  been  introduced. 

(f)  Ambulance  Service.  A service  of  ambulances  for  the  conveyance 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  cases  is  provided.  For  sitting 
co,ses,  utilocon  sitting  case  vehicles  are  used,  Irlhen  appropriate 
some  such  cases  are  carried  by  the  Hospital  Car  Service,  a voluntary 
organisation.  Day-to-day  administration  of  the  service  is 
carried  out  from  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin. 
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(s)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Af tor-care,  A full-time 
tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the  care  and 
after-care  of  tuberculous  persons.  District  nurses  are 
available  to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  such  persons  when 
required  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor.  Routine  - — 

tuberculin  testing  and,  if  necessary,  B.C.G.  vaccination  (i.e. 
vaccination  against  tuberculosis)  is  provided  for  senior 
school  children. 

Certain  special  investigations  arc  carried  out  in  other  t3rpes  of 
illness  by  district  health  visitors,  and  health  education  is 
carried  out  by  the  County’s  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

II  Education  Department.  As  local  education  authority,  the  County 

Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  which  provides

The  Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  1970,  which  resulted  from 
the  recommendations  of  the  committee  on  Local  Authoi-ity  and  Allied 
Personal  Services  (the  Seebohn  Report),  presented  to  Parliament  in 
1968,  came  into  full  operation  on  lot  April, 1971.  This  Act  required 
the  County  Council  to  set  up  a Social  Services  Committee  and  appoint  a 
Director  of  Social  Services,  who  is  now  established  at  Old  Coirnty  Hall, 
w Truro, 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  following

etc,  day  nurseries,  and  child  minding. 

The  care  of  unsupported  mothers,  incltiding  residcnticJ.  care. 

Home  Help  Service. 

The  Department  retains  a linlc  with  the  Health  Department  in  that  the 
County  Medical  Officer  remains  Medical  Adviser  to  the  County  Coimcil, 
including  the  Social  Services  Committee,  and  the  Deputy  County  Medical 
Officer  deals  with  day-to-day  medical  matters  affecting  the  Social 
Services  Department. 
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Tlie  Social  Workers  for  t’l.e  Borough  work  from  the  Health  Area 
Office,  Launceston.  The  Social  Worker  for  Child  Care  works  from  Hendra, 
Bunheved  Road,  Launceston. 

Hospital  Services 

The  South  Western  Regional  Hospito,!  Board  is  the  hospital 
authority  for  the  area. 

Launceston  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities  in 
the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in  Plymouth  and 
elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the  Scott  Hospital, 
Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didworthy  Chest  Hospital  and  Tehidy 
Hospital.  Mental  hospital  acconinodation  is  provided  by  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital 
and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and  Moorfields  Hospital,  Ivybridge,  Devon. 

An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  twice  inontM.y  at  the  Health  Clinic, 
Launceston,  and  a Physiotherapy  Clinic  at  Tavistock  Hospital.  The  Chest 
Clinic  is  held  at  Launceston  Hospital. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  for  school  and  pre-school  children  is  held 
periodically  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic.  A specialist  Ante-natal 
clinic  is  held  in  Laimceston  each  week.

These  results  show  effective  treatment  and 
indicate  a pure  cond  wholesome  xmter  suitable 
for  public  supply  purposes,  fron  the  aspect  of 
the  chemical  analysis. 
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The  second  sample  X’jas  reported  on  the  12th  Octoher, 
1971  as  being  clear  and  bright  in  appearance, 
having  a reaction  on  the  sdJcaLine  side  of  neutrality 
and  xj-as  free  from  metals  apart  from  minute  traces 
of  iron  and  aluminium.  The  water  was  soft  in 
character  x/ith  a fairly  low  content  of  mineral  and 
saline  constituents.  It  conformed  to  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  quality.

The  sxTimming  bath  at  the  Coronation  Park  is  of  the  open  air  type.  It 
has  a capacity  of  approximately  100,000  gallons  of  water  which  is  filtered  by 
the  circulating  method  and  chlorinated  by  an  automatic  dosing  plant. 

Out  of  thirty-five  samples  of  xrater  taken  for  bacteriological  examination, 
coliform  organisms  xrere  absent  in  all  but  one  sample  and  this  x-ras  not  Type  1 
(faecal) . 
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CHILDREN’S  PADDLING  POOL 


The  water  in  the  chj.ldren’s  paddling  pool  is  not  continuously  chlorinated 
end  filtered  as  is  the  swir;ir:ing  |)ath  water.  Steps  are  therefore  taken  to 
change  the  water  frequently  and  replace  it  by  filtered  and  treated  water  fron 
the  swiinning  bath.  Out  of  twenty  sanples  of  water  taken  fron  the  paddling 
pool,  eight  were  reported  as  being  free  fron  coliforn  organisns. 

SE^'JERiiGE  MD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Launceston  is  served  by  the  separate  or  dual  system  of  sewerage,  whereby 
sTiarfacG  water  is  excluded  fron  the  foul  sewers.  Extensive  works  of  sewerage 
have  been  carried  out  during  the  year.  This  has  been  nade  necessary,  in  order 
to  cope  with  the  industrial  development  talcing  place  and  with  the  new  Lanstephan 
) housing  estate  recently  completed.  A snail  but  not  xminportant  branch  has 

connected  to  a sewer  thirty-one  properties  which  were  previously  served  by  ystj 
rudimentary  septic  tanks. 

DISIITFECTION 

Current  and  tominal  disinfection  by  means  of  gaseous  and  liquid 
disinfectants  is  carried  out  when  infectious  disease  is  notified,  and  the 
c i rc Ur'S  tone es  of  the  case  require  it. 

DI5II1FESTATI0H 

Disinfestation  of  premises  is  carried  out  when  required.  Extensive 
alterations  were  carried  out  in  the  kitchens  of  a large  local  establislment 
to  conbat  a continuous  cockroach  infestation.  The  measures  taken  appear  to 
have  been  highly  successful.  A case  of  flea  infestation  was  dealt  with  on 
one  premises.  Ho  complaints  were  received  of  infestation  by  the  cluster  fly, 
which  is  most  unusual. 

) PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Bi-weekly  collections  are  nade  of  house  refuse,  and  weekly  collections 
nade  of  refuse  and  paper  fron  trade  premises.  A compression  type  refuse  loader 
is  used.  The  increased  volume  of  both  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  presenting 
a problem  fron  the  aspects  of  collection  and  of  final  disposal.  The  construction 
of  a nex^  tipping  face  on  Iccnd  recently  acquired  has  been  a great  success.

All  j)ublic  conveniences  are  provided  with  wasliing  facilities.

Contamination  of  Foodstuff 


On  the  morning  of  Friday  the  9th  July,  a complaint  was  made  by  a 
lady  who  called  at  the  Health  Department  with  a loaf  which  she  had  purchased 
on  Thursday  morning  at  10  a.m.  approximately,  from  a local  shop.  She  stated 
that  on  unwrapping  the  loaf,  it  contained  a large  surface  area  of  mould.  The 
offending  article  was  examined,  and  in  consequence  a visit  was  made  to  the  shop 
in  question.  The  Manager  alleged  that  the  loaf  had  been  delivered  within  the 
last  48  hours  and  had  been  supplied  from,  the  premises  of  a very  large  baking 
es tablislment  in  the  South  ¥est.  On  being  questioned  whether  he  was  aware  of 
the  code  numbering  adopted  whereby  the  nkark  on  the  loaf  wrapping  indicated  its 
date  of  baking,  he  replied  in  the  negative. 

The  Head  Office  of  the  bakery  in  question  v/as  contacted  by  telephone 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  production  Manager  for  the  Area  to  visit 
Launceston  on  Monday  the  12th  July  in  order  to  discuss  the  natter  aiid  to 
identify,  if  possible,  the  date  of  baking.  The  complainant  was  informed  by 
letter  of  the  ^teps  being  taken.  On  the  12th  July,  the  production  Manager 
visited  the  Health  Department,  examined  the  wrapper  and  the  loaf  conplainte  of, 
he  having  brought  an  identical  loaf  in  order  to  illustrade  their  code  marldLng. 
Unfortunately  the  wrapper  of  the  offending  loaf  appeared  to  have  passed  through 
the  coding  and  perforating  machine  without  any  perforation  having  taken  place. 

It  was  therefore  impossible  to  establish  when  the  mouldy  loaf  liad  bG'.:;n  baked. 

The  production  Manager  stated  that  his  firm  accepted  liability  if  broad  at  a 
shop  was  found  to  have  been  kept  longer  than  its  code  narld.ng  implied,  since  his 
traveller  visited  this  particular  shop  every  day  and  checked  the  products  therein. 

All  bread  in  the  shop  was  clearly  date  stamped.  Arrangements  xirore  made 
for  the  shop  Manager  to  be  given  a code  key  relating  to  all  the  products  of 
this  particular  bakery  sold  in  his  shop.  The  production  Manager  also 
undertook  to  return  and  closely  question  the  salesman  responsible  for 
deliveries  in  this  area  and  to  put  in  writing  the  result  of  his  investigations. 
Due  to  the  absence  of  date  stamping  on  this  particular  wrapper,  imputation  of 
neglect  either  of  the  Manager  of  the  shop  or  on  the  producers  of  the  bread  was 
felt  to  be  very  difficult  indeed.  It  is  known  that  during  excessively  hot 
weather  cases  of  mould  are  more  frequent  than  in  normal  weather.  The  firm  in 
question  does  incorporate  a mould  resisting  chemical  in  their  bread  and 
cooling  is  done  by  air,  treated  and  filtered  specifically  to  cut  down  air 
borne  mould  as  far  as  possible,  A letter  xvas  received  on  the  13th  July  from 
the  production  Manager  stating  that  his  investigations  led  him  to  assume  that 
a loaf  in  the  dispatch  department  where  broad  due  to  be  condemned  was  kept, 
had  by  mistake  been  loaded  on  the  van  by  one  of  the  student  staff  vxho  vrere 
being  employed  for  the  summer  season.  Corrective  action  had  been  taJeen  in  the 
despatch  department  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  this  incident.

There  were  six  cases  of  infestation  hy  Cysticercus  Bovis  detected 
during  1971,  as  against  two  in  1970,  The  infestation  was  found  in  one  cow, 
three  steers  and  two  heifers.

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Hedical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  following'  Cholera,  plague,  relap'sing 
fever,  typhus,  snallpox,  acute  encephalitis,  acute  ncningitis,  acute 
polionyelitis,  anthrax,  anoebic  dysentery,  bacillary  dysentery,  diphtheria, 
infective  jaundice,  leprosy,  leptospii'osis , nalaria,  measles,  ophthalmia 
neono*toinm_,  paratyphoid  fever,  typhoid  fever,  scarlet  fever,  tetanus, 
tuberculosis,  whooping  cough,  yellow  fever  and  food  poisoning. 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  II. 

Sm.alliDOx.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

The  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  after  considering 
the  a.dvice  of  its  expert  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation, 
decided  during  the  year  to  abandon  the  iractice  of  routine  vaccination 
against  snallpox  in  infancy  and  early  childhood,  and  advised  Health 
Authorities  and  doctors  accordingly.  Tliis  decision  was  based  on  the 
remarkable  progress  which  ha.s  been  made  by  the  ¥orld  Health  Orga.nisation 
in  its  snallpox  eradication  prograroae.  Tliis  has  been  so  successful  that  the 
chances  of  the  introduction  of  snallpox  into  Britain  have  substantially 
diminished  and  are  likely  to  continue  to  lessen  with  the  further  progress 
of  the  eradication  cam.paign.  The  British  piublic  are,  therefore,  far  less 
likely  to  bo  exposed  to  the  risk  of  this  infection  than  ever  before,  and  the 
risk  of contic-cting  the  disease  is  now  considered  to  bo  less  than  the  risk  of 
complications  from  vaccination, although  this  risk  is  very  small. 

This  decision  affects  routine  infant  vaccination  only.  The  protective 
value  of  successful  vaccination  to  the  individual  is  so  high  that  vaccination 
and  revaccination  will  continue  to  be  offered  to  health  service  staff  - doctors, 
nurses,  public  health  staff  and  ambulance  workers,  also  to  travellers  to  and 
from  areas  of  the  world  where  snallpox  still  exists. 

Dinhtheria.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

321  children  in  the  Health  Area  received  a complete  course  of 
immunisation  during  the  year,  the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used  in  all  cases,  359  children  received 
reinforcing  injections,  the  diphtheria-tetanus  vaccine  being  used  in  these  cases. 

Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  this  infection  was  notified  during  the  year,  in  the 
course  of  which  341  persons  in  the  Health  Area  received  a complete  course  of 
ora.1  vaccination,  and  a further  373  a reinforcing  dose. 

He  as  1 os . Tvrenty-oight  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  the 
majority  occurring  in  February  and  Tlarch. 


Measles  (contd. ) 
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Vaccination  against  neasles  has  now  tal:en  its  place  as  one  of  the 
routine  protective  procedures  in  the  schedule  of  infant  vaccination,  and 
is  offered  during  the  second  ye8.r  of  life,  usually  following  the  conpletion 
of  diphtheria,  xdiooping  cough  and  tetanus  and  polionyclitis  vaccination 
courses  at  the  ago  of  one  year.  It  continues  to  be  available  also  for 
older  children  who  have  not  already  had  tliis  protection,  or  suffered  fron 
the  infection.

No  action  was  foimd  to  be  necessary  under  the  Fublic  Health 
(prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  in  connection  with  persons 
suffering  fron  pulnonary  tuberculosis  enployed  in  the  nilk  trade,  or  under 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  deals  with  the  conpulsory 
renoval  to  hospital  of  persons  suffering  fron  tuberculosis. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  responsible  for  troatnent  of 
Tuberculosis  patients  and  the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  spread 
of  the  disease  and  after-care  of  the  patient, 

Out-patienh  and  contacts  arc  seen  by  the  Chest  Physician  at  the 
Chest  Clinic  at  Launceston  Hospital.  The  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Eealtli 
Visitor  attends  the  Clinic,  follows  up  the  patients  in  their  hones,  traces 
contacts  and  sources  of  infection  and,  thus  acting  as  a nost  valuable  and 
essential  "Liaison  Officer"  between  the  curative  and  preventive  services,  bridges 
a cost  alaming  adninis trativc  gap.  All  susceptible  contacts  of  laioxirn  cases  in 
the  Borough  are  offered  B.C.G,  vaccination  and  the  majority  avail  thcnsclves 
of  tliis  method  of  protection. 

The  Coxinty  Council's  scheme  for  B,C,G,  vaccination  of  susceptible 
Secondary  School  children  was  continued  during  the  year,  ag:ain  with  an  excellent 
response*

Cancer  of  the  Liinr.  During  1971,  no  deaths  from  lung  cancer  were  reported. 
Tills  leaves  the  total  of  deaths  fron  this  cause  since  1949  at  twenty-three 
nale  and  seven  female  deaths,  while  during  the  sane  period  there  have  been 
120  nale  and  135  female  deaths  fron  all  forms  of  cancers 

Cancer  of  the  Cervix.  The  County  Council’s  Cervical  Cydology  Clinic  at 
Launceston  continued  to  operate  during  the  year. 

¥omen  between  the  ages  of  30  and  55  years  are  acceiited  for  this  form 
of  examination.  The  clinic  at  Launceston  serves  the  whole  of  the  Health  Area 
and  be5’'ond.  During  the  year  655  specimens  x-fere  submitted  to  the  laboratory. 

Two  cases  of  the  pre-cancerous  stage  of  the  disease  were  discovered,  and  a 
number  of  minor  conditions  were  identified.  The  patient's  general 
practitioner  receives  a copy  of  the  laboratory  report,  and  arranges  for 
appropriate  treatment. 

The  national  scheme  for  the  conduct  of  this  form  of  investigation 
envisages  the  repetition  of  this  type  of  test  for  each  individual  after  an 
interval  of  five  years.  Toxirards  the  end  of  the  year,  a start  x-ias  made  in 
recalling  those  v^omen  x^rho  had  taken  advantage  of  the  scheme  at  its  beginning, 
but  the  number  so  tested  xras  small,  Irngely  oxcL ng  to  the  fact  that  very 
few  tests  could  be  carried  out  with  the  limited  laboratory  facilities 
available  xdien  the  clinic  was  started. 

Renal  Dialysis.  In  some  forms  of  kidney  disease,  the  kidneys  are  unable  to 
carry  out  their  norma),  function  of  eliminating  from  the  bloodstream  certain 
waste  products  of  body  metabolism.  These  substances  then  accumulate  in  the 
body,  and  xiltimately  produce  ill-health,  and  may  even  result  in  death. 

In  the  past  decade  or  so,  a method  has  been  evolved,  in  such  cases,  of 
diverting  the  blood  fron  the  IcLdneys  and  passing  it  through  a type  of 
selective  filter  outside  of  the  body.  This  alloxirs  the  harmful  substances  to 
pass  out  of  the  bloodstream,  and  then  returns  the  purified  blood  to  the  body 
circulation,  thus  reproducing,  by  an  artificial  means,  the  function  of  the 
normal  kidney.  This  tj/'pe  of  apparatus  has  therefore  become  popularly  loioxm 
as  an  artificial  kidney  machine.  The  process  carried  out  by  the  machine  is 
knox-m  as  renal  dialysis. 

Most  large  hospitals  in  the  country  noxf  have  special  imits  in  xfhich 
this  treatD.ent  nay  be  carried  out.  The  treatment  in  such  a xmit  usually  means 
that  the  patient  must  spend  txxo  nights  each  xireek  in  the  xmit.  I'/hen  the 
patient  has  sufficiently  recovered  to  take  his  place  in  the  comnxmity  once 
again,  the  continuation  of  the  treatment  in  the  xmit  tends  to  interr^ipt  his 
ho.me  and  family  life,  and,  for  this  reason,  the  practice  has  groxm,  in 
suitable  cases,  of  training  the  patient  in  the  unit  to  carry  out  the 
treatment  for  himself,  and  then  of  equipping  his  house  with  an  artificial 
kidney  machine,  for  his  xise  at  hone,  and  of  carrying  out  the  adaptations  to 
the  house  which  are  necessary  in  these  circumstances. 
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Under  the  terns  of  Section  28  of  the  Uational  Health  Seirvice  Act, 

1946,  which  deals  xfith  tt^e  prevention  of  illness  and  care  and  after-care, 
the  County  Council  has  a responsibility  to  adapt  houses  as  necessary  to  allow 
of  the  installation  of  artificial  kidney  nachines.  The  Borough  Councils, 
Urban  District  Councils  and  Rural  District  Councils  throughout  the  County?' 
agreed  generally  to  nake  council  houses  available  forthis  forn  of  adaptation 
when  required.  The  cost  of  the  adaptation  is  net  by  the  County  Council,  while 
the  highly  specialised  equipnent  is  provided  by  the  hospital.  In  the  case  of 
Cornwall,  this  is  the  Renal  Unit  of  the  I lynouth  General  Hospital,  which 
trains  the  patient  and  subsequently  supervises  the  hone  treatnent. 

One  council  house  in  the  BoroUjrh-  was  adapted  for  this  purpose  during 
the  year.  The  roon  adapted  was  never  put  to  its  intended  use,  however,  owing 
to  the  death  of  the  patient,  fron  another  cause,  before  the  conpletion  of  the 
course  of  training  in  the  Renal  Unit.
